DISPLAY OF MASTERPIECES. 


masterpieces of 
and English art, from the 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles P. Taft, of Cin- 
cinnati, are now on view at the Scott 
and Fowles Galleries, No. 590 Fifth 
Avenue, and make up not only the most 
‘important exhibition of the kind held 
in the United States in many years, but 
the most important display ever made 
in a dealer's gallery in this country. 

| ‘lhe works are not only all character- 
istic examples of the great masters 
'whose brushes produced them, but are 
exceptionally fine examples and of rare 
quality. 

There are three examples of Franz 
'Hals, all well known to connoisseurs, 
namely, “Portrait of Michielsé de 
| Wael,” shown at the Winter Exhibition 
jof Old’ Masters at Burlington House, 
|London, in 1902, and formerly in the 
‘collection of Mr. Arthur Sanderson, of 
iScotland; the “Portrait of a young 
man holding his hat to his side,” from 
the collection of Lord Talbot de Mala- 
hide, of Ireland, and a second portrait

COLLIER MEMORIAL DISPLAY. 


The Salmagundi Club, in honor of its 
late member, Tol. C, Myles Collier, will 
hold a memorial exibition o1 his works 
at the Clubhouse, No. 14 West 12th 
street, to open Monday next, Nov. 8th, 
and to continue through next week. 

Col. Collier came to New York from 
Memphis, Tenn., in 1883, having sent 
pictures from there for many years to 
New York exhibitions. An officer in 
the United States Navy until the break- 
ing out of the Civil War, when he re- 
signed his commission to become an 
officer in the Confederate Army, he had 
occupied his spare time aboard ship in 
painting Marines. Obliged to go into 
business in Memphis through the loss 
of his fortune in the war, he still kept 
up his art and the first moment possible 


removed to New York to devote him- 
self entirely to painting. Ile was a 
traveller and spent many summers 


painting in England and Holland, but

\ collection of Japanese works of 
art was recently bequeathed by the late 
uincy A. Shaw, of Boston, to the 
Royal Japanese Museum. 

The collection consists of fifteen gold 
lacquer writing cases, sixty-nine orna- 
mental bags used for carrying medi- 
cine, fifty-five gold lacquer boxes, six- 
teen incense boxes, a number of metal 
art objects, and several beautiful pieces 
of ancient pottery. The entire collec- 
tion represents the work of artists who 
lived in the fifteenth and eighteenth 
centuries inclusive, 

The American Architect for Novem- 
ber contains among other interesting 
matter an article by Prof. William H. 
Goodyear, of the Brooklyn Institute, 
on the museum’s collection of archi- 
tectural photographs. This article 
contains the first publication which has 
ever been made of the section of the 
spiral stairway in the Leaning Tower 
of the Pisa Cathedral, proving that the 
tower was built originally as it now 
stands. Otherwise the article contains 
measurements for the middle string- 
course of the Cathedral, and for the 
levels for the foundations which have 
never previously been published in en- 
tire and complete form, offering an in- 
stance of intentional a symmetry, which 
seems to anticipate in some directions 
the spirit shown in the construction of 
the intentional leaning tower. 

There are also surveys of a hitherto 
unpublished church near Lucca, which 
offers a remarkable parallel to the sys- 
tem of construction discovered in the 
foundations of the Pisa Cathedral.

An interesting recent find in London 
was that of the dinner and dessert ser- 
vices commenced by Josiah Wedge- 
wood and Thomas Bentley in 1774 and 
finished in 1777 for Empress Catherine 
II, of Russia. They had been given up 
for lost, but after a long and persistent 
search, in which the Czar took a per- 
sonal interest, were discovered in a 
store room of the Peterhof Palace in 
St. Petersburg. Eight hundred of the 
952 pieces were recovered. Outside a 
few of the wedgewood jasper pieces, 
these two services had got the reputa- 
tion of being the finest work that was 
ever turned out of Eturia, but prob- 
ably a great deal of their reputation 
rested on their having disappeared. 
However, they made quite a little sen- 
sation when they were exhibited in 
Wedgewood’s shop in Greek Street, 
Soho, just before being sent to Russia. 
The story of how the services were

Great stress is laid in Berlin art 
circles on the importance of having the 
authorship of the “Vinci” bust settled,

A special cable despatch to the Sun

lv gave a verdict which thoroughly 


‘satisfied the museum authorities that 
Ithe bust was the work of Leonardo da 


|Vinci. The commissioners say they 
ascertained that the bust is wax 
throughout, including the core, and 
that the entire composition  corre- 
sponds in every detail with the wax 
sculpture traditions of the Renaissance. 


Whatever Dr. Wilhelm Bode asserts 
is so, whether his fancy plays with new 
attributions of authorship to works of 
art or with the misdeeds of American 
collectors who are willing to pay bet- 
ter prices than the Berlin Gallery can. 
It is gratifying, therefore, to notice the 
rebuke given to the old gentleman who 
helped to fashion the Leonardo da 
Vinci wax bust and the other witnesses 
to its British Victorian origin by a 
competent commission of German ex 
perts. If Leonardo himself were to 
hear the arguments that modern Ger- 
man art criticism can advance for his 
having made the bust he would be in- 
clined to believe that he must have 
made it; with Dr. Bode, however, de- 


claring that it is his work, he would 
have no further doubt and would ad- 
mit that he did it.—N. Y. Sun Edito- 
rial.

William Powell Frith 
don on ‘Tuesday. 

Ile was born near Ripon, Yorkshire 
on Jan. 9, 1819, was a pupil of Sass’s 
art school in Bloomsbury and a stu- 
dent of the Royal Academy. In 1840 
he exhibited his “Malvolio Before the 
Countess Olivia,” which attracted 
much public attention. His “Village 
Pastor,” painted in 1845, made him an 
associate member of the Academy. It 
was not until he was elected a Royal 
\cademician, in 1853, that he took on 
a new manner in portraying the hu 
morous aspect of an English crowd. 

Mr. Frith’s “Life at the 
Ramsgate,” was a lively interpretation 
of a jolly gathering abroad on a holt 
day. This picture was purchased by 
Queen Victoria, and is now in posses 
sion of the royal family. 
Day,” painted in 1858, was the picture 
of the vear, in popularity at least. This 
picture was a vivid representation of 
the English crowds during the Derby 
week. In 1869 Queen Victoria com- 
missioned Mr. Frith to paint “The 
Marriage of the Prince of Wales” (now 
King Edward), for which he received 
a large sum.

TARIFF ON ENGRAVINGS. 

\ decision made public by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, Tuesday, har- 
monizes conflicting provisions in the 
two paragraphs of the Payne tariff law 
relating to the free entry of works of 
fart. The first paragraph places on the 
free list, without qualification, all en- 
gravings and etchings which are more 
ithan twenty years old. 
| In the second paragraph it is pro- 
jvided that engravings and etchings are 
\to be admitted free “which are proved 
to the satisfaction of the Secretary of 
ithe Treasury, under rules prescribed 
iby him, to have been in existence more 
'than twenty years prior to the date of 
‘their importation.” 
| David Bendann, of Baltimore, im- 
‘ported through New York certain en- 
'gravings, for which he claimed free 
‘entry, and the customs officers asked 
ithe Treasury Department for a ruling 
‘as to which paragraph of the law 
should apply. The department holds 
that as to engravings and etchings the 
second paragraph applies. This means 
ithat the importer will be required to 
\furnish satisfactory evidence to show 
‘that engravings and etchings are twen- 
ty years old before he is permitted to 
enter them free of duty.
